Berries Healthful When 
Rightly Used 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Berries are among the most wholesome 
foods when properly served, though some of 
the dishes commonly made with berries may be 


quite unwholesome. A berry must be consid- 
ered as a small juicy fruit containing water, 
natural fruit sugar, fruit coloring and flavor- 
ing, Organic acids and also 
minerals. Among the more 
wholesome berries may be 
found strawberries, black- 


berries, barberries, blueber- 
loganberries, dewber- 
ries, raspberries, serviceber- 
ries and _ whortleberries 
Strawberries contain a large 
amount of iron, sodium and 
silicon; blackberries contain 
a goodly amount of magnes- 
ium; cranberries are rich in 


ries,

calcium and sulphur; raspberries lead in chlor- 


ine and huckleberries in potassium and phos- 
phorus. All of these berries also contain a 
varying amount of other mineral elements 

It is better to use the fully ripened berries 
of the type requiring no sugar to make them 
palatable. The berries which are very sour, 
such as cranberries, and do not taste palatable 
without sugar, are not quite so valuable from 
the dietetic standpoint. The most flavorsome 
berry from the average person's point of view 
is the strawberry, but the loganberry and black- 
berry flavors are prime favorites of many 
Recently in breakfasting on a train I found that 
a large dish of fresh raspberries and cream was 
very satisfying 

Fresh berries are delicious eaten by them- 
selves or they may be added to ice cream, sher- 
bet, fruit whips, or the juice may be pressed 
out to flavor cooling drinks. The fruit flavorings 
may also be added to gelatin desserts to make 
them more enticing. We are apt to underesti- 
mate the food value of berries and forget that 
bears are able to put layers of fat while 
eating large amounts of berries with their other

This continued until 1840 and he 
took advantage of all his oppor- 
tunities to stay the wave of re- 
for He strongly opposed the 
union of the provinces, was a 
doughty upholder of the clergy 
reserves and did much to provoke 
the rebellion of 1837; but event- 
ually his Toryism proved a boom- 
erang and in 1840 he was forced 
to resign his legislative and ex- 
ecutive functions and devote him- 
self to his duties as chief justice, 
which he did until his death in 
1863

stroyed by this mildew 

Sprays of Bordeaux mixture are 
good preventatives against any fun- 
Bus disease, for it kills the germi- 
nating spores which the wind de- 
posits on the plant. As the spores 
begin to germinate, they give off 
certain secretions which dissolve the 
copper oxhydrate of the spray. And 
as the spores continue to grow, they 
absorb the dissolved copper and are 
killed 

Another control measure is to 
dust powdered sulphur on the plane 
early in morning, while they 
are still covered with dew. Only 
when the sun shines on the wet and 
sulphur-dusted leaf is the acid 
formed which kills the fungus with- 
out injury to the leaf

R. E. “Bob” Noble, manager of the 
Royal George hotel, who witnesscd 
a bank robbery by the late Public 
Enemy No. 1 and his henchmen at 
South Bend, Indiana. one month 
ago, while in the course of a motor 
trip to the World's Fair and Toron- 


to. Mr. Noble was accompanied on 
the trip by Mrs. Noble, Mrs. Alma 
Hayward and Miss Maxine Hay- 
ward 

N Noble said that the robbery 
occurred on a Saturday morning 
and was markcd by a supreme dis- 
regard for human life by the gang- 
sters, While four of the bandits 
went into bank, one stayed guard 
outside with a machine gun in a 
car. As customers entered, the rob- 
bers lined them up against the wall 
while all available cash was scoo- 
ed up by the thugs 
CUSTOMERS WOUNDED 

As Dillinger and gangsters 
left, they poured a volley the 
floor at the feet of the customers 
many of whom we badly wound- 
ed by glancing bu s 

As the guard outside heard the 
shooting in the lobby, he cut 1 e 
with a hail of machine gun fire 
which swept the entire street. The 
thug outside was shooting right 
through the windshield of his own 
car
